.just how their Australian cousins from 'down under' celebrate 
the birth of our Saviour, without the snow setting, or tile sleighs 
or the invigorating cold atmosphere. Not that the people of the 
Dominion do not know that at this special season, it is the height 
.:4of summer in the Kangaroo Isle, but their ideas of that Land 
: of the Wattle are so absurdly hopeless, that an article concern- 
ing at least one aspect of the life down there might help a little 
in educating the sclf-centred individual of the American con- 
tinent. 

Snow, and'Sleigh-bells, and evergreens, and icicles, and zero i 
lempcratures are so commonly associated or thought of in con- 
)iection with the greatest celebration of the. year that it Is with 
yreat difficulty one can imagine what a Christmas day could be 
without all these things. The true idea of tliis sort of celebration 
of the Nativity is said to have originated in the northern coun- 
tries of Europe and thence spread to England, where, in the age 
of Charles Dickens, it became one of the most picturesque, .ioy- 
ous, carefree holidays in the history of the world. There "are 
those that scoff at the spirit which prevails during the latter 
week of December, remarking that it is nothing short of a great 
economic institution, but the fact remains that it is the greatest 
institution probably ever conceived, and the qualities essential 
to this greatest of institutions seem to be lazily falling snow- 
flakes, glistening white hillsides, white-tipped evergreen trees, 
.sleighs with their fur-swathed drivers and their musical little 
bells, and a snappy air that makes one's cheeks tingle and glow.

Now that is all very well. But, if these are essential to 
Christmas day, what are the folks south of the equator going to 
do for such things? The only tingle and glow that they can ac- 
quire from their climate is a good, healthy sunburn and the un- 
comfoitable tingle that inevitably accompanies such a malady. 
The closest resemblance to the sleigh they can get hold of is a 
most unromantic two-wheeled buggj', or 'trap' as it is called, and 
that has neither pretty bells nor bearrugs. Their glistening hill- 
sides, glisten, not because of a pure, white blanket of snow, but 
from the burning rays of sun that reflect back from the rocks. 
And while there are such things as pines in our sister Dominion, 
the place of the cosy fir, or the heavily garbed spruce, is tiUcen 
by the tall, bare-looking eucalyptus tree. 

With UB, in this Land of the Freei or the Lady of the Snowa, 
(or whatever political party you belong to) the true, jolly Xmas 
day is spent in the drawing-room of our homes about a blaring 
log fire. But how can you expect the Aussies to gather round 
the hearth when the thermometer registers anytlUng from 98 
to 110 degrees in the shade? Instead of seeing people wrapped 
in luxurious fur-coats and caps when you glance out of the 
window, you'll find that white-flannels and sport shirts will meet 
your gaze. 

While the kiddies are sledding on streets and hills, and the 
elders are skating on ponds or rinks here in Canada, Australians 
are migi-ating to summer restors to disport in the ocean breakers 
and upon the sands of New South Wales and Queensland.

The fact is, that down through the ages the real batM» 
man have not been the wars of royal puppets and emper^SP»ui,>' 
the struggles of men in all nations to gain individual freedom;' 
and to set up machinery to ensure it. Retrogres.sion has appear- 
ed from time to time only to collap.se beforf tlie inp..xorable will 
of successive generations. The Price of Peace ha.s been the fight- 
to a.'îsci-t tho will to Peace. A.s a national fight ifhas been neàrM 
won, and it remains for the twentieth centui-y to make theiM® 
tory universal. We have already developed the machinerynffil 
•settle disputes within gi'oups. as Profes.sor Irvin.r I-^i.^lier of Yale 
has .said, we must now make good bur work for liieir .settlement 
between gi'oups. ' 

MAN DOES NOT WANT WAR 

That man does not want war is so blatently obvious as to 
drive us to tiic conclusion that inUirnutional Peace is practiccble. 
History proves it. In tht; political war.s of the padl the main 
motives were the personal interests of rival leaders. But since 
the increasing freedom demanded by the iieople has given them 
greater control over their governments, ihi.s ago-old "casus belli" 
has been practically eliminated. Another .-:ouice of European 
conflict has also disappeared. Tiie war.s of colonial expansion, 
now that all available land ha.s biien claimed, are only a matter 
of du-sty record. Bui tlieir .yellow tomes yield a notable lesson. 
Whereas the mad riisii for the New World in the XVIth cen- 
tury dissolved its rivalries in incessant warfare, the gi-ab for 
Africa in the XlXth ceniury. with every European nation in 
the scraitible^' was accomijlinhecl v.-iinoui ti tight. Three cen- 
turies of progress had evidently left ihiiir murk. 

But the world grew carele.ss of Peace It. i.iiaced the ideal 
p.tate on an impossible foundation. It entrusted the keys of 
tranquility to the guardians of suspicion. It pinned = its futile- 
hope to the antagonistic interests of the Triple .'Alliance of Ger- 
many. Austria and Italy and the Triple Entente of Great Bri- 
tain. France and Russia. Inevit.-ibly this pov.er-for-power diD^j 
jomacy, thi.s glorification of nationalism, let! to disa.ster, fMs 
instrument of actual conflict was forged by a class of German* 
Imperialists and hurled suddenly at France in a belief that Eng- 
land would merely demur at, and Italy condom', thi.' .ict. Both 
conceptions were wrong: England and Italy at once supported 
Franco and the World War began. 

To the silly fatalism of the man-iii-the-itreet it was the logi- 
cal o-.itcome either of man's inherent combativeness or of the 
inevitable clash of national interests. Hi.s snap .iudgmcnt that 
a world war took place and therefore must again take place is 
only tempered by hi.s sigh of regret that such tilings .-eem doom- 
ed to occur. His .^igh of regret! Hi-s lonely little sigh! Oblivi- 
ous ignoraniou.s : that aiuh lies thi brcnth (nul snJe hope of 
Uviversal Peace! There are millions of .such sighs in the world; 
locked in the breast of every race; enchained in the hearts of 
every nation. Unloose then^^ Let every man retilizo his single 
strength; let him drive base. timidity to the devi!; lei him cry 
(iofiancc to all cynics, lie will be heard ! To his voice will be 
added those of thousands he has never heard, until his little sigh 
finds itself among innumerable othiîr.«. a part of a world lempe.st 
lor the right to live. For the Price of Peace is but the Will to 
Peace and every man holds it in the hollow of his hand. 

WORLD WAR, A NEEDED LESSON ^ ^- ^ 

The last great war has taught mankind manv le.-J.sons and 
he is bound to profit. In the debauched decade ijei\veon .Sera- 
}c\o and Locarno what has he leai-nt? That doniination by a 
single power is as mythical a liream tuday a.'^ if was in Ntipu- 
leon'.s time; it faces the world in oppusiiion. That inudern war is 
not a struggle of men but of scientific agtl'iits; and the latter pro- 
mise such development to effect the .slaughter of an army or 
the destruction of a basic city in a few hours. That a nation's 
ignorance of world opinion or political policies in a moment of 
crisis is fatal to Peace: Earl Cnw informs that war could 
liavo been prevented in 10 I I had Germany been acquainted 
with the attitude of tiie Allie.s over a common council table. 
Finally, that a check must be placed on .selfish national interests- 
extreme nationalism constitutes a will to war. ' 

The realization of these principles, ospecitilly by Europe, has 
resulted in a profound change of outltiok since Tpi-i. War seem' ■ 
ed then, the only escape from the iron ring of old alliances. To- 
day Europe gasps a little at the proapect.s of security latent in 
the League of N.itions. They finger it gingerly. It is a n"éw 
thing for a small nation to be able to stand up and tell the world 
what she thinks of Germany or France or Italy, without drawing-

titled "Price List", published by the 
Quebec Liquor Commission. Its suc- 
cessive editions speak well for the 
popularity of this original work. The 
volume is printed In both English and 
French, and to an unimaginative per- 
son It will serve as a convenient med- 
ium for the .study of French idiom 
and iisiige. But, even if one Is not ac- 
ademically Inclined, this work Is of es- 
pecial interest to the college student. 

Realism has been carried to corisld- 
erable lengths In the past few years, 
and the present volume contains the 
epitome of reall.im and yet allows the 
fullest scope for the delicate use of 
the imagination. In the harmonious 
blond of Impresslonlsm and realism, 
no words aro wasted: and we find the 
most suggeBtlve Impression created 
with few words. It contains perhaps 
the closest .approach to rcalLsm that 
can be found In the printed page: but 
unfortunately words h.ave their Uml 
tatlons. However, by a Judicious use 
of the material contained In this vol- 
ume, one is able to transmute the acs 
thellc emotion derived from Its ipages 
Into one of physical reality, no mat- 
ter how passing that emotion may be 
A headache Is perhaps a light pen;iUy 
for this delightful experlenco. 

In the i)rcface lo this delightful 
mastcnpleca wo read that ".all sales 
are on a .itrlctly oitah basis," and ad- 
JuHting ont-.self to this perhaps too 
cdinrnerclal morality, the bock Is of 
great inteieat. Tho strongest cliap 
ters of the work aro those under the 
headings of •'Whiskey," "Gin" and 
"Hum," while those possessed of the 
temperate spirit of ancient Greece will 
pcrluups prefer those chaptoi;s which 
deal with "Chumaiagiie," "nourgognos" 
and lighter subects. 

"All art Is parochial," someone has 
said: and this work Is strongly flav- 
oured with the spirit of Quebec. At- 
tractively l)r>imd for the Christmas 
trndo In siiow-whlto covers, this sUm 
volume deserves a place on tho Can- 
adian flve-foot-.slielf. It Is Indispen- 
sable for reference, and we foresee a 
groat future for this type of purely 
Qiiebeniau llteratnre. For those who 
live in less favoured parts of this cim 
tliient It would be an admirable gift 
to present lo friends at home. In those 
benlglite<l j-eglons this book nilghl take 
mnk as a masterpiece of ImaBlnatlve 
proHO. On the, whole It Is It bonk which 
Is oxtrotnoly «Mitlsfylng. though It per- 
haps leaves a: little lo be desired.

At tlio lliird mi-eiine of iho Lcukuu 
oC Nations Club, Inst night, tour pa 
pcrs were read. ,B. O. Y. Dim spoke 
first, on "The Attitude of America To- 
w.ard the T.engiie." Tlio three other 
papers were reii<l-by C. Berglthuii', on 
"Burope'M Attitude"; M. Kublnstein. on 
"Chlnii'a Altitude"; and Protcssor 
Parsons, on "The Attitude of the So- 
viet Union". Other business bi the 
evening included ii discussion as to 
the advisability of allowing women 
.students to Join the ulub. ' It was fin- 
decided that they should be able 
10 join. 

[Vln spcaJcing of America, Das point 
bd out that the Lcngue and its work 
are generally tnlsundvrstood in that 
country. Many people believe that If 
the United Stalca oiicc entered the 
Jjcague, they would be unable to get 
out, which, of course, is quite wrong. 
Besides that, they do not like the fact 
that if they did join, Britain would 
have seven votes to their one in the 
assembly, by virtue of her colonief». 

Klurope, on the other hand, 1h whole- 
liijartcdly in favor of the League, as 
it had its birth-place there, and as it 
gives the many small countries which 
ct^'er the continent a say in matters 
uf international import. Its extreme 
Impartlullty Is shown by the fact that 
liVcn Germany has recently been ad- 
iiiiitcd to membership. 

China, however, is in no position to 
be benefitted by all this. The prob- 
ij^lcms in China at Uic present itimoare 
;'|!juch as the l^eaguc could hotî "or 
«uuUl not, Interfere with. Besides, 
:tbe behaviour of the British in send- 
ing gun-boats to order the Ch'nesc 
^eneralK around is not of a nature to 
induce membership un an assembly of 
which Britain iB the vjcontrolling 
power. Then again,, the Chinese are 
too hide-bound by traditlcm to wish 
to participate to any great extent in 
western politics. 
The Soviet Union holds similar views. 



^Some' just" don't believe in the League, 
while others feel that they could hot 
.sit In the same assembly with nations, 
such ai) Poland, who entertain war- 
like feeling against them. Also, they 
do not lilte. the idea of having other 
nations "meddling!* in their affairs. 

It l6 the object of the League at pre- 
.■icrit to bring these countries round to 
u more sensible point of view, so that 
the foundations for a real world- 
peace may be laid. 

Besides the regular business of the 
evening, the subject of admitting iady- 
iiiemtiers was discussed at length, tite 
main argument ugulnst ii being that 
ihey would cramp free ."ipccch. This 
was soon discredited, however, for it 
was pointed out tliat firstly, there is 
nothing more free than the speech of 
the modern co-ed, and secon<Jly, the 
language used In the club is not too 
free anyway. The motion was there- 
fore passed, and a touch uf feminity 
will probably be present at the next 
jneeting.

UVELY DISCUSSION 

Imperialism and Concentra- 
tion of Industry and Capital 
is Scored 



"There Is very little doubt about the 
decay of capitalist civilization." sfat- 
ed n. O. YIhu D.iF in tlic course of a 
paper on "The Trend of Capitalist" be- 
fore the Labor Club at a meeting of 
the Club held on Friday evening. "It 
Is left to the Labor Party and to 
labor theorlticians to point out the way 
to peace and international concord", 
continued tlic speaker. The first pa- 
per of the evening ^was presented by 
Henry Janes, B.A., a- graduate student 
In the Department of Economics. 

Speaking on the growth and deve- 
lopment of modern Capitalism, .Tanes 
pointed out that with .the growth of 
towns In the fifteenth 'century a new 
meaning wiia .-ittaclied to capital. Ex- 
change and the advantages to be de- 
rived from it grew. The Mercantilists 
with their ideas of "treasure" arose 
and added new weight to capital. After 
1710 the Industrial System began and 
the growth of fnctorlos caused on en- 
ormous influx of laborers from the 
rur.-il diatriclH. These were attracted 
both by the steady wages and the lure 
of amusements that could be obtained 
In \the towns. 

In the .second paper Das delivered a 
scathing denunciation of present day 
Imperlall.-sm. He showed how modern 
Industry from beginning as small en- 
terprl.su on the part of Individual capi- 
talists has br.mched ' out into trusts 
and combines who' control the output 
and markets of the whole world. These 
combine.s aided by their limitless ro- 
.sourccs waged a relentless war on all 
competition.

A Few Of Its Problems And Possible 
Solutions 



(By D. A. L. MacDoiwid) 



One year ago î-iday when tho Chrlst- 
mns Iwsuc of 192C appeared, It contain- 
ed an article on football reform which 
among other . things pointed out the 
lop-eided condition ot the Canadian 
Bamo and suggested a solution for the 
prohloni. ' Although the suggestions 
wcro not included, among the rules 
when the committee met that winter, 
the game, novcrthclef», improved- h 
good deal this fall. It was, in the first 
place, more open — something that the 
tr.inu-, y<>ar were d<.'cldwily not. 

Hut notwithstanding the open pla^. the 
old trouble ■vna ntlli evident; the de- 
fense ^]as too strong for the offense. 
SonsAttonal end runs, . which were 
borne to success by gambling plays In 
the bBiekfleld, served to open up the 
pajno a bit, but play nevertheloss re- 
mained lop-sidod njid tho defending 
tcvTjn .Tlwa>-s held the advant.ngc. In 
more than one contest, i>lay developed 
Into a kicking game with both sides 
t\-a.lttng for tho other to make the first 
break. This was p.-wtlcularly evident 
when Queen's met V.ar«Ity In Kingston 
in the game that forced the three- 
cornered tie In the series. For thrcf 
periods, neither sqund would tiil:o .t 
chance on opening up and result was 
prob.ably the dttllest affair thai a foot- 
ball fnil would care to watch. Other 
conte.^8 were partially ruined by the 
same reluctance on the part of the 
weaker !?c]uad \^ho took to kicking on 
the. first down rallier tJian .-tmash their 
hcad.M fruitlessly, against a stonewall 
secondary defense. 

Many su^ggestlons for Itruprovemenl 
have been made and when tihe rules 
Committee meet in Toronto .tt the end 
of Januarj', tho greatest problem rac- 
ing thren win prolxibly be tliat of 
striking a iKilanc.j botwioii tho dcfonso 
and th<.' attack. Of the many under 
consideration, the following might be 
hcilpful as suggestions: 

1.— The. abolition of the onslde kick 
and the MUb.ititutlon In ItJi place of .m 
onslde. pajts explained in detail below. 

;.— The abolition of the position of 
flying wing. 

3. — FV)ur do%vns and five to ton yards 
interference. 

•1. — A Freshman rule. 

It might' not be a bad idea, too, to 
consider the following auggejstod 
charges; 

1.— RevLslon of the rule book. 
— Conversion of touchdowns from 
scrlmnuwe one of tho five ways' 
outlined' below. 

3. — Abolition of the convert entirely. 

1.— A third official on tho field. 

S.— Start the games earlier In tho 
season. . ' 

C. — An early" choice of officials for 
the next seoeon's games. , " 

The abolition of the onslde kick and 
the substitution of an on.Mlde .pans Is 
a subject that ha-s been discussed a 
good deal already Uil.s year. The on- 
slde kick has proven a hopeless failure 
but the quest for a play to take Its 
place has been an , equally hopeless 
one. In tho firwl place, there are more 
crimes committed during an onslde 
kick than in a bootleggers' war in Chi- 
ca.iro. Again, tho play is tioo obvious 
both from the opposition and tho spec- 
tators' point of view. Lastly, it rarely 
works, , 

An' onside pass t^-ould do much to 
ijpon UT' the game. Such a play ha.-i 
bt-cn outlined by Major Vorbes, ;uid, 
were it adopted in IntercoHeglate foot- 
ball, would do a great deal to open up 
tho game. The Major's paats boors little 
resemblance to the American play In 
that it cannot be used Inside th* op- 
ponent's 40-y.ard line and when not 
conapl«ted \u treatwl like a kick. Play 
is not brought back if tho ball is in-

upon her head a sliower of shells. But the smaU nation is still 
suspicious. She smarts under the limits imposed upon her by 
■^the Versailles Ti-eaty — the work of the great powers.' 

About the only enduring thing in the Treaty of Versailles is 
the first 26 articles giving birth to the League of Nations. The 
rest of it is beneath a wise man's regard and until revised offers 
a priceless incentive to war. It chopped up Europe like an ama- 
'teur woodsman, flinging boundaries between a farmer's fields 
aiid his homestead and cutting the sinews of industry like the lash 
of a^^yhip. It left Hungary contemplating the future with the 
wild surmise of a child surveying an- empty stocking on Christ- 
mas morning. It ensnared Peace by strangling the Dove. What 
could be expected therefore to follow 1919 but bitter rensentment 
'and unrest? . 

VERSAILLES TREATY SUSPENDS PEACE 

We have seen then that absolute Peace in Europe is witheld 
by the law of Versailles. But momentous steps forward were 
made at Locarno in 1925 and at Geneva in 1926. The Rhine 
frontier at least, has been made a zone of .safety, Germany has 
entered the League of Nations and the control of her armaments 
has been transferred from the Inter-Allied Military Commission 
.to the Geneva body. Italy does not threaten the Peace. Musso- 
Klini is a politician who repays those on whom he leans with the 
§ language of a Bonaparte, while transforming a .swamp of Bol- 
shevism into a bulwark of progress. The snake in the grass is 
Russia. She in-ovides the only just excuse for Europe remaining 
heavily under arms. We mu.st pray then for the education of the 
f Russians for on it much of the world's Peace depends. 

The .same can be said of China, the last real source of appre- 
hension. The time nui-st come when her jjrestige will equal that 
I of the Britisli Empire or the .United States. The mantle of world

t recent evidence testifying to the originality of the Orient. Her 
>' numbers however, should at least be a warning that she is not 
likely to lie forever passive uikIci- the heel of foreign commercial 
- domination. Again, her natural tendency to expand into empty 
I' Australia and e.lsewhere and her development of a fuller race con- 
" j^iousness, will present one of the gravest difficulties with which 
fjjosterity will have to deal. . 

. But the problems confronting governments had changed be- 
^ ^^foro the debauched decade was over. They ceased to be purely 
i^'i'politlcal and became vitally economic. The result is that finan- 
i^; l'ciérs and economists have become the physicians of international 
^^'ills rather than ambas.sadors and foreign secretaries. The former, 
^^pin^he Dawes PJan, the Austro-Hungarian loans and the Bankers' 
^ fManifestb, have given Europe one of the best tonics she has had 
é since the politician.s gave her Versailles colic in 1919. Her net- 
fi , work of impossible ])oundaries, thrown into relief by high cus- 
'jr toms barriei s, constitutes a serious menace. That this threat of 
k tariffs forms a suicidal policy was amply revealed in the Bankers' 
* Manifesto, and until Europe sees the futility of trying to suspend" 
economic law.< and live in .self-contained sections, she will not 
have paid tlie lull price of Peace.

WORLD LEADERS DENIED TO LABOR 



In what direction, we might ask at this point, is organized 
^ pabor likely to lead the world? It was federated internationally 
i^'fabout 1912 with a membership of some 7,400,000 workers. The 
World War saw its complete disruption followed by reorganiza- 
§ê tion in 1919, and at the end of 1920 the Federation had 23,662,000 

f imembers, in spite of the secession of the American Federation of 
Labor and other units. The color of this world union however, 

■ was too pale for the fire-eyed denizens of the Soviet and so in 
4 .1920 the Third International arrived in crimson opposition, with 
^ ran alleged membership of some 15,000,000." Repudiated generally 
f by workers in Great Britain, Germany, Italy and America, its suc- 

cess would not appear to be as rosy as its color. 
I'. ■ It thus seems highly doubtful if organized labor ever will 
[■ 'lead the world. Split by a variety of aims in eveiy federation and 

■ state union, it drops easily into the ruts of the particular nation- 
r alism to which it belongs. Labor's common hope of abolishing 

■ xapitalism and placing the control of indu.stry in the hands of 
. its worker armies .savors more of class hatred than a desire to 

alleviate suffering. While it is quite true, as its program states, 
i that "thërè'càn never be real Peace so long as hunger and want 
f; are found among millions of working people and the few, who 
make up the employing class, have all the good things of life", 
there is, nevertheless, the dangerous possibility that if these 
^millions of working people were all to share in the direction of 
' industry, the result might be the collai3.se of the w^iole edifice 
and give rise to woj-se conditions than exist nt present. Labor 
must give some as.surance that her control will equal that of the 
^^men through whose brains her means of subsistence has deve- 
P-Ilbped. 

The capitalists are not an hereditary class; neither are they 
all men of selfish motives any more than the officials of laboi- 
■ are all man of angelic impulse. A despot is a despot whether a 
1^ trade union leader or a captain of industry. Labor and capital 
«".both have ability but there is a predominence on the side of thé 
1; ilatter, since in the eternal sifting of human relations those with 
X; less ability fall to the bottom and those with more remain on toj), 
^ Mnd it is inevitable that those on the bottom should look up for 
•■ .leadership. Only in exten.sive education, which can be aided by 
capital, and in cooperation, which lies in the hands of both, can 
->s Peace be maintained between the levels of society.
